College to 
put on free 
bus service 

A FREE bus service is to be launched 
to help get students to and from 
Dudley College after handouts used 
by many to travel to lessons were 
scrapped. 

It will start running in September 
along key routes within the college’s 
catchment area. 

College bosses decided to launch 
the service after the Government 
scrapped the Education Maintenance 
Allowances, which provided up to £30 
a week to help low-income students 
stay on at sixth forms and colleges. 

A new £ 180million bursary scheme, 
which will allow colleges to make dis¬ 
cretionary payments to support low- 
income students, has just been 
announced by the Government but 
college bosses said they felt they still 
needed to do something to encourage 
students who may otherwise struggle 
to afford their transport. 

Dudley College Principal Lowell 
Williams said: “Around 78 per cent of 
our students had Education Mainte¬ 
nance Allowances and the majority 
said they used it on transport.”

Around a dozen stalls selling fruit and 
vegetables, homemade breads and 
preser-ves, plus locally-brewed drinks set 
up in Lower High Street. 

There was music playing and two giant 
stilt-walking scarecrows helped to 
welcome the crowds. Craft items includ¬ 
ing jewellery were also on sale at the 
event on Saturday. 

The previous farmers’ market in the 
town, run by Sketts & Co, folded at the 
beginning of the year. 

But last month organisers and equip¬ 
ment hire specialist firm EventMen, 
revealed plans to relaunch the event.

AXE TO FALL ON 
TEACHING JOBS 


M ORE than 100 teachers 
and children’s workers 
in the Dudley borough 
will be made redundant by the 
start of summer. 

Twelve of the jobs being axed belong to 
teachers at primary and secondary 
schools across the area, while 60 
workers have been handed notices 
telling them they are to be made com¬ 
pulsorily redundant. 

This is on top of 41 voluntary redundancies 
already agreed as the authority seeks to cut 
£22 million from its budget in the 2011/12 
financial year. 

Secretary for the National Union of Teach¬ 
ers in Dudley, Jim Warner, said the union 
had asked for specific details of which staff at 
which schools were under threat. 

He added that the NUT would be launch¬ 
ing a consultation to discuss alternative pos¬ 
sibilities. 

“We are talking about opening up volun¬ 
tary redundancy applications, reducing 
hours, job-sharing, things like that,” he said. 

“It’s a terrible situation - these are not only 
people losing their jobs now, it means there 
are going to be fewer jobs for people in the 


future, kids who are doing their training at 
the moment who won’t have a job to go into. 

“It’s also a cut in provision for our children, 
having fewer staff looking after them.” 

The consultation was due to get under 
early tjhis week. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Councillor Liz Walker said 
the department was working hard to reduce 
the number of compulsory redundancies 
even further. 

“We don’t want to have to issue compulsory 
redundancy notices to anyone, and we have 
managed to get it down to 60 so far,” she said. 

“This process will go on until the end of 
August so we are working to get that number 
down even further. 

Numbers 

“Each school manages its own budget now 
so the teaching posts are counted separately. 

“Part of the problem is that there are 
falling pupil numbers - we had the problem 
in primary schools which is why we had to 
close some, and now that is hitting secondary 
schools. 

“I am not surprised they are talking about 
redundancies as well.” 

Jobs which may be affected include those 
for office workers and staff in children’s 
centres and playgroups.

Race chief defends teenagers’ outing 


THE Council-organised trip 
that ended in scenes of vio¬ 
lence in Blackpool has been 
defended by a race equality 
executive. 

A group of 19 Muslim and Asian 
teenagers started a fight in the 
seaside resort after being taken 
there by Sandwell Borough 
Council amid fears they would 
cause trouble at an English 
Defence League march in Dudley. 

The trip turned ugly when five 
of the gang confronted a father-of- 
two after spending the day at the 
town’s Pleasure Beach attraction. 

Last week, Race Equality 
Sandwell chief executive Derrick 
Campbell, who is also a Govern¬ 
ment adviser on tackling anti¬ 
social behaviour, defended the 
trip. 

He said he knew about the day¬ 
long excursion and had supported 
it because it was believed the 
youths who were sent could be 


aggressors as well as targets in 
the EDL march. “I would not say 
the trip had failed,” he said. 

“Its purpose was to keep them 
away from the English Defence 
League march. If they got 
involved in something else in 
Blackpool, that’s another matter.” 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week, prosecutor Mr 
David Swinnerton said the defen¬ 
dants — Riad Hussain, Wasim 
Telhat, Fahad Atiq, Raja Rashid 
and Mazahar Taheir - were taken 
to Blackpool by coach. 

An off-duty police officer and 
five Sandwell Borough Council 
officials were also part of the trip. 

The court heard the group was 
involved in an affray involving 
father-of-two Derek Brownhill, 
who was from a coach parked 
nearby that had travelled from 
the Kingswinford area. Mr Swin¬ 
nerton said: “Mr Brownhill was 
punched and hit with such force 


by Riad Hussain that both feet left 
the ground and he ended up 
unconscious for a brief period.” 

The prosecutor said members of 
the group were heard chanting 
racist comments towards the 
coach, in the earshot of Mr Brown- 
hill’s pregnant partner, two young 
daughters and a group of elderly 
people. 

Marginal 

The court heard that the group 
then gave 19-year-old Hussain, of 
Brades Rise, Oldbury, a bruise on 
his face so they could try to claim 
his actions were in self defence. 

Mr Swinnerton told the court 
that Rashid, aged 19, of Holcroft 
Street, Tipton, and Atiq, aged 17, 
of Latham Crescent, Tipton, were 
on bail for actual bodily harm 
offences at the time of the trouble 
in Blackpool. A jury found them 
guilty of attacking two men, with 
Rashid using a claw hammer and 


Atiq his fists, in Sedgley Road 
East, Tipton, on April 6 last year. 

Describing Hussain as a “young 
man with substantial problems”, 
Mr David lies, defending, said the 
teenager was suffering from 
attention deficit hyperactivity dis¬ 
order and oppositional defiant dis¬ 
order. 

For Taheir, aged 17, of Holcroft 
Street, Tipton, and Rashid, Miss 
Blondelle Thompson said they 
had pleaded guilty to the affray on 
the basis that they were present 
during the Blackpool incident but 
did not physically attack anyone. 

Of Atiq, Miss Thompson said 
the teenager was a “bright and 
intelligent young man” who 
“knows he has to change”. 

For Telhat, aged 18, of Abbey 
Crescent, Oldbury, Mr Benjamin 
Williams, said he pleaded guilty to 
the public order offence and that 
his involvement in the incident 
was “marginal”. 


Hussain, Taheir, Rashid and 
Atiq had earlier pleaded guilty to 
affray and Telhat to a public order 
offence. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz jailed 
Rashid for a total of 21 months 
and Atiq for a total of 16 months 
for their parts in the assault in 
Tipton and the incident in Black¬ 
pool. Hussain was jailed for 10 
months. 

Telhat was given a community 
order for 12 months and 12-month 
supervision order as well as 50 
hours’ unpaid work, while Tahier 
was ordered to do a 12-month 
rehabilitation order, as well as 
being supervised by the Probation 
Service for 12 months. 

Judge Nawaz said: “There is 
nothing more disturbing than to 
have to sentence a dock full of 
young people just past their child¬ 
hood years having engaged in 
offences of such severity that cus¬ 
todial sentences are inevitable.” 


Blackpool trip to avoid 
flashpoint ended in fight 


A GROUP of Asian and Muslim 
teenagers started a fight in Black¬ 
pool after being taken on a tax- 
payer-funded trip to the seaside 
resort to stop them causing trouble 
at an English Defence League 
march in Dudley. 

The five youths were driven to the 
Lancashire town’s Pleasure Beach 
attraction by Sandwell Council amid 
fears they could become embroiled in 
the EDL event in Dudley. 

But during their day-long excursion, 
they were involved in a fight which left 
father-of-two Derek Brownhill unconscious 
and with bruising and swelling to his face 
and head, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

The trip cost the public purse more than 
£2,113 and saw the group, who were aged 
17 and 19 and from the Tipton and Oldbury 
areas, accompanied by a police officer and 
officials from the council. 

Disturbing 

Prosecutor Mr David Swinnerton told 
the court that the teenagers were part of a 
large group of Asian and Muslim youths 
that were taken to Blackpool by coach on 
July 17 last year. 

He said: “The five defendants were part 
of a group of 19 Asian and Muslim males 
specifically taken to Blackpool by a police 
officer and five other officials from 
Sandwell Borough Council for the purpose 
of distracting them from anti-social behav¬ 
iour on the day of the EDL march in 
Dudley.” 

At the time of the violence, two of the 
gang were on bail for a hammer attack in 
Tipton that took place three months before 
the Blackpool incident. 

Three of the defendants were jailed for up 
to 21 months by Judge Amjad Nawaz last 
week, who told them: “There is nothing 
more disturbing than to have to sentence a 
dock full of young people just past their 
childhood years having engaged in offences 
of such severity that custodial sentences 
are inevitable.” 

Sandwell Council said the trip to Black-

pool had been organised with the support 
of police to help reduce tensions and deter 
teenagers who may have been at risk of 
getting involved in demonstrations in 
Dudley on the day. 

The council said the £2,113.42 cost of the 
trip was met by the Government’s Youth 
Justice Board. 

It said although it had no plans to do 
anything similar in the future, it would 
have to consider removing young people 
from situations in an attempt to prevent 
them from getting into trouble. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for safer neigh¬ 
bourhoods, said: “Clearly, this was a very 
unfortunate incident which we totally 
condemn. 

“We have a duty to foster good commu¬ 
nity relations and we will continue to work 
with local people and all our partner organ¬ 
isations towards that aim.” 

In total, 19 youngsters went on the trip. 
Eight were aged 16 or above and 11 were 
under 16. 

Disorder 

In addition, there were five youth 
workers and one police officer, who went on 
a voluntary basis. 

Ch Supt Mark Robinson, commander for 
Sandwell Police, said “Whilst we feel that 
the decision to try and prevent any poten¬ 
tial violence among local youths was the 
right one, clearly the events that followed 
were hugely disappointing.”

MP’s fear 
over tax 
break 
zones 


THE Government’s tax- 
break Black Country 
Enterprise Zone had 
better not be a “consola¬ 
tion prize” for schemes 
scrambling for a slice of 
the £1.4 billion Regional 
Growth Fund (RGF), an 
MP said. 

Speaking in the 
Commons, Pat McFadden 
said initiatives with the aim 
of creating jobs and attract¬ 
ing investment to the West 
Midlands region had his full 
support. 

But the Wolverhampton 
South East MP and former 
Labour minister said he 
hoped it was not a calcu¬ 
lated gesture to let down 
gently those areas who had 
lost out on the yet unidenti¬ 
fied winning RGF bids. 

“I also hope they are not a 
consolation prize for local 
enterprise partnerships 
that are disappointed when 
the results of the first round 
bids for the Regional 
Growth Fund are 
announced,” he said. 

The Government is creat¬ 
ing 21 Enterprise Zones in 
Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship areas. 

Some 464 bids amounting 
to £2.5bn are battling for a 
slice of the hugely oversub¬ 
scribed fund. Only £300m is 
up for grabs in the first 
round, meaning some proj¬ 
ects are inevitably doomed, 
regeneration chief Lord 
Heseltine has admitted. 

In the running are 
Dudley Zoo, the Black 
Country Museum and 
Dudley Canal Trust which 
are jointly bidding for cash 
as part of a Transforming 
Dudley tourism vision. 

Clamour 
for funds 

COUNCIL leaders and 
business bosses on the 
area’s Local Enterprise 
Partnership have a short¬ 
list of six undisclosed poten¬ 
tial sites. 

But only one will reap the 
benefits of the £100 million 
Government-backed 
scheme to create jobs. 

MP Paul Uppal used his 
Commons speech on the 
Budget to make the case for 
the Enterprise Zone to be 
located in Wolverhampton. 

Fellow Tory Chris Kelly 
wasted no time to make 
sure his constituency is in 
the running.

THE Black Country’s unique 
answer to the shuttle bus - 
Stourbridge’s Parry People 
Mover — could soon be intro¬ 
duced to African nations. 

The company hopes a visit by the 
UK Ambassador for Zimbabwe, 
Gabriel Machinga, to Stourbridge 
Junction station to take a ride on the 
tram-like People Mover could lead 
to a multi-million pound deal and 
create dozens of jobs. 

The lightweight tram, which links 
Stourbridge Town and Stourbridge 
Junction stations, is powered by a 
rotating flywheel which stores and 
uses kinetic energy from braking. 

The visit was organised by South¬ 
ern Marketing Services and Mr 
Machinga was so impressed he said 
he would be writing to his country’s 


finance minister to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility of importing Parry People 
Mover technology. 

He said: “I have been very 
impressed with what I experienced 
in Stourbridge,” he said. 

“In Harare, our capital city, the 
transport infrastructure cannot 
cope with the amount of people we 
have coming in to work from the 
suburbs. 

Challenges 

“There are long queues to get on 
the minibuses we have to provide, 
and long traffic jams. 

“I think the technology I have 
seen in Stourbridge is relevant to 
what we are looking for to help 
tackle the problem. It would go a 
long way to relieving our chal¬ 
lenges.” Mr Machinga said Zim¬ 


babwe was hoping to lead the way in 
improving its transport system in 
southern Africa. 

“We are trying to get a mass inte¬ 
gration of systems, including roads, 
but mostly rail travel,” he said. 
“This visit is a chance to expose to 
the rest of the region what technol¬ 
ogy is available.” 

John Parry, owner of the company 
behind the Parry People Movers, 
said the visit had been successful for 
his firm and its supplier Clayton. 

But he added: “It is going to have 
to be a steady programme. 

“We can’t dive straight from 
running a single line to running 
dozens across a whole country. 

“If all goes to plan now however, it 
could mean a massive boost to our 
country, and dozens of jobs could be 
created.”

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Jeff Johnston in his back garden trying to reduce 
the amount of sewage 

SEWAGE and dirty water has been spewing 
from a pipe at the rear of a Black Country home 
for a fortnight leaving the owner facing an 
ongoing cleaning up battle. 

Resident Jeff Johnston, aged 61, says he has been 
forced to clear bucket after bucket of water from the 
pipe to stop it from collecting in his garden. 

He says workers from Severn Trent Water have been 
out to the home he shares with wife Lynda, in St 
Kenelms Avenue, Halesowen, but the problem has still 
not been solved. Severn Trent said engineers had been 
sent out to conduct checks on the pipe would try to 
mend it as soon as possible.

“We want this sorted out because dirty sewage water 
is collecting in what is basically a cesspit in my garden. 
It is a health and safety issue and there seems to be no 
urgency to get anything done,” he said. 

Mr Johnston claimed around 120 litres of sewage a 
day has been seeping from the pipe. “There are chil¬ 
dren living in neighbouring house and we are trying 
our best to minimise the smell but there is only so much 
we can do. We have received no date for the pipe to be 
fixed and we need answers.” 

The couple claimed they first reported the problem 
on March 14. Severn Trent spokeswoman Rachel 
Blackman said: “Workers have been to inspect the pipe 
using CCTV cameras. They are looking at the footage 
to decide whether they are going to reline or repair the 
pipe.”

Super-train rail link 
‘wil hit local service’

TRAIN JOURNEY times 
from Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell and Dudley 
will actually be extended 
by 10 minutes because of 
the £32billion high¬ 
speed rail route, it has 
been claimed. 

Pressure group the Tax- 
Payers’ Alliance said the 
scheme would not benefit 
towns and cities surround¬ 
ing places such as Birming¬ 
ham, where two new 
stations are being built for 
the 225mph trains. 

According to the TPA 
report the introduction of 
high-speed trains means 
there will be only three serv¬ 


ices an hour and seats will 
be difficult to come by. 

It added that until the 
second north-of-Birming- 
ham phase of HS2 is built, 
there could, from 2026, 
actually be a 6.6 per cent 
reduction in the number of 
seats available on the 
London to Scotland West 
Coast Main Line compared 
with 2012. 

Reduced 

High-speed trains will 
slash times between Birm¬ 
ingham and London to 49 
minutes. But the alliance 
claims that times for con¬ 
necting services at Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham 


New street will increase by 
10 minutes, and frequency 
from Birmingham New 
Street be reduced from 
three trains an hour to one. 

Matthew Sinclair, direc¬ 
tor of the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, said: ‘While politi¬ 
cians are holding out the 
promise of a faster journey 
for a fortunate few, huge 
numbers of people will face 
slower and less frequent 
services with more over¬ 
crowding.” 

A Department for Trans¬ 
port spokesman said: “This 
is complete nonsense, 
largely based around specu¬ 
lation, guesswork and spu¬ 
rious crystal ball gazing.” 


THOSE living along the 
route of the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposed HS2 
high-speed Birmingham 
to London rail line will 
be able to “test” how 
noisy the trains will be. 

Part of the “roadshow” 
that will tour the route will 
include recordings of the 
likely noise that will be 
made by the trains. 

Noise experts have used 
sound recordings of the 
noise from existing high¬ 
speed trains and then have 
“scaled” the noise to reflect 
the 225mph speed and the 
400-metre length of the HS2 
trains. Transport Secretary 


Philip Hammond put on 
earphones by the Thames in 
London to hear a recording 
last week as he displayed 
the mobile exhibition trailer 
that will tour the HS2 route 
which runs through beauty 
spots in the Chilterns. 

Mythology 

The tour is part of the con¬ 
sultation on HS2 which 
could cost more than £30 
billion should a decision be 
taken to extend the project 
north of Birmingham. 

A number of residents 
groups and local councils 
are dead set against HS2, 
while there is also opposi¬ 
tion from some Tory MPs. 


Mr Hammond said that the 
noise levels from HS2 would 
be “quite different from 
what some people have been 
led to believe”. He added: 
“Unless if you are listening 
for it, you can hardly hear 
the noise of the train 
against background noises. 

“The noise of the trains 
going through the Chilterns 
is not going to be like a 
(Boeing) 747 landing at 
Heathrow airport. Some of 
the concerns that have been 
expressed are completely 
unfounded.” Mr Hammond 
said he He said he hoped the 
informationwould dispel 
“some of the mythology” 
about the project.

“It’s scary while they’re 
camped out in your garden. 

A lot of the horses that are 
coming here are wild and 
you don’t know how they’re 
going to react to people.” 

Elaine Nicholls, a shop 
assistant, also of John F 
Kennedy Walk, said the 
horses had plagued the row 
of houses three times in the 
last week alone.

Lottery 
claim on 
cancer 
survival 

MEN with prostate 
cancer in a Black 
Country borough are 
twice as likely to die 
from the disease as 
those in a plush 
London suburb, a 
charity has claimed. 

Figures show that suf¬ 
ferers living in Sandwell 
are twice as likely to die 
from the disease as those 
who live in Kensington 
and Chelsea, leading to 
claims of a “postcode 
lottery” from the 
Prostate Cancer Charity. 

The organisation has 
compiled figures which 
show the borough has 
more than 30 deaths 
from prostate cancer per 
100,000 people. 

Credible 

This figure is more 
than 25 per cent higher 
than the national 
average. The charity’s 
chief executive Owen 
Sharp said: “It is clearly 
unacceptable that men 
diagnosed with prostate 
cancer in different parts 
of England could live or 
die based on address.” 

Previous research sug¬ 
gests the reason for the 
postcode lottery may be 
down to diagnosis, with 
those living in poorer 
areas being less likely to 
go to their doctor early 
with signs of cancer. 

A Government report 
also suggested some 
patients had to go to their 
GP more than twice com¬ 
plaining of symptoms 
before they were referred 
to the hospital for tests.

A £1.8 MILLION new 
children’s day nursery is 
to be built on a business 
estate, creating 38 jobs. 

It is part of a major 
expansion by the Bil- 
brook-based ABC Early 
Learning & Childcare 
Centre. 

The purpose-built 
nursery is being built at 
Wolverhampton Busi¬ 
ness Park and will cater 
for 124 children when it 
opens in January next 
year. 

The plot, which is cur¬ 
rently woodland, will 
enable the business to 
adopt a Forest School 
Status under which the 
children will be encour¬ 
aged to explore the 
natural environment.

HOSPITA1 bosses in Dudley have 
spent more than £740,000 asking for 
advice from consultancy firms to help 
cut costs during the past 12 months. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said hiring 
experts had enabled them to save money 
despite shelling out £191,500 more on 
outside firms than in the previous year. 

It is hoped the trust, which runs Rus- 
sells Hall and the Guest hospitals in 
Dudley and the Corbett in Stourbridge will 
save £2.1 million by reducing costs across 
the three sites. 

Bosses say they have also been able to 
improve patient care by slashing waiting 
times for out-patient appointments and 
operations. 

Savings 

Money has been saved by changes made 
to admissions meaning patients go into 
hospital on the day of their surgery rather 
than the day before. Bosses have also 
looked at extending operating lists for the¬ 
atres to reduce the time patients spend on 
wards waiting for surgery. The hospital 
trust spent £741,000 in 2010/11 compared 
with £551,000 in 2009/10 . 

Chief executive Paula Clark said: “Since 
working on our transformation pro¬ 
gramme we have achieved savings in 
excess of the cost.” The Dudley Group of 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust needs to 
save £30million between April 2011 and 
March 2014 due to Government cuts.

Careers centres 
shut up for good 


TWO careers advice centres in 
Dudley, which have helped 
thousands of youngsters find 
work, have closed down. 

Kent-based Prospects Services 
Ltd lost a £1.3 million deal after 
failing to agree new terms with 
Dudley Council. 

The contract between the two 
organisations ended last week and 
it has emerged the shops in Dudley 
and Stourbridge have now shut 
down for good. They employed a 


total of 35 people. Eighteen of the 
workers are to move over to Dudley 
Council and will work in specific 
roles to deal with children who 
have special learning needs. 

It is not clear what will happen to 
the rest of the staff. 

Prospects Services is believed to 
be considering whether to take the 
case to a judicial review. 

Dudley Council education chief 
Councillor Liz Walker said: “We 
have been in negotiations with 
Prospects but they are still not 


happy. We are taking 18 of their 
people to continue the service.We 
have to wait and see what 
happens.” 

She said children were now being 
directed to the council if they were 
in need of careers advice. 

The local authority has 46 offi¬ 
cers to help with careers advice. 

More than 3,000 people have 
signed a petition against the with¬ 
drawal of council funding to the 
Connexions centres, in Stourbridge 
and Dudley.

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Injured support 
officer recalls 
attack by thief

n A HERO community police worker told how he 
grappled with a fleeing shoplifter who broke 
his leg after running at him “like an express 
train” in Dudley town centre. 

Police Community Support Officer Roger Wright 
I needed 10 pins and a plate inserted into his knee 
during a three-hour operation and is still hobbling 
on crutches and off work four months after the 
attack. 

Now the 21-year-old man who knocked him flying 
into a rubbish bin, has started a 27-month prison 
sentence. 

PCSO Wright spoke about how he stood with his 
arms outstretched to stop Ian Bartley as he was 
being chased by a security guard from Boots into 
Dudley bus station after stealing perfume from a 
display. 

“The security guard had shouted on our ‘shop link’ 
radio system that he was giving chase to a man who 
was on his way to the bus station, where I was,” said 
PCSO Wright, aged 44, who lives in Amblecote, 
Stourbridge. 

“I saw Mr Bartley running like an express train 
and stood with my arms out, in full uniform, think¬ 
ing that he was going to stop. 

Crunching 

“But he careered straight into me and we both 
went sideways into a bin. It’s bizarre. My main 
concern was Mr Bartley and what his reaction would 
be and wondering if he would pull a weapon. 

“I hung on to him but then as we got up there was 
this crunching feeling and I realised I was in no posi¬ 
tion to defend myself. I told Mr Bartlett he was 
arrested and to go back to the shop with the store 
detective but he ran off and made good his escape.” 

A scan revealed he had two fractures to his lower 
leg and he spent four days in hospital after surgery. 
PCSO Wright, who is being recommended for a 
police commendation for his heroic stance, has now 
been told he has a blood clot in his leg. 

He was at Wolverhampton crown court on last 
week, when Bartley, of Baptist End Road, Nether- 
ton, admitted wounding and theft and was jailed for 
27 months. “Under the circumstances I think that’s 
a fair sentence,” said PCSO Wright. 

Inspector Richard Jones, of Dudley Police, said: 
“He’s extremely popular with the residents and this 
incident clearly demonstrates his dedication to his 
role.”

Warning over thefts of metal 


METAL THEFTS could continue to 
increase as steel prices escalate 
around the world, a Black Country 
business leader warned. 

Stewart Towe, head of the Black 
Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship, said floods in north-east Aus¬ 
tralia had washed away stocks of 
coking coal needed in steel production. 

Steel shortages have already begun 


in the wake of the disaster, Mr Towe 
said, driving up the price. 

He said: “If steel prices continue to 
escalate, metal thefts could continue to 
go up. A lot of metal is melted down and 
stolen scrap is obviously part of that. 

“The only way to avoid the rise 
caused in eastern Australia would be if 
authorities could stabilise the supply 
of coking coal.”

Chief’s fond farewell 
after 36 years in force 


WHEN Steve Dugmore was a 
young bobby on the beat, Austin 
Allegros had square steering 
wheels and the 1970s were in full 
swing. 

In the years that followed, he saw a 
colleague blown off the roof of a police 
station, the horrific aftermath of the 
1974 pub bombings in Birmingham 
and the riots in Handsworth and 
Lozells. 

And, despite being assaulted on his first 
day on the beat, outgoing chief of Sandwell 
Police says he does not regret a moment. 

Chief Superintendent Steve Dugmore is 
retiring as part of a cull of officers who have 
given more than 30 years’ service. 

West Midlands Police Authority is using 
regulation A19 to force 300 officers into 
retirement as it battles to save £120 
million. 

Mr Dugmore, who grew up in Coseley, 
joined the force as a cadet in August 1972, 
and won runner-up Cadet of the Year for the 
West Midlands in a three-year period before 
joining the force proper. 

Bombings 

It was far from a gentle introduction 
however, as he joined in the wake of the IRA 
pub bombings in Birmingham, which killed 
21 people in 1974. 

And Mr Dugmore, aged 54, had first¬ 
hand experience of the tragedy which 
descended on the city, as friends and col¬ 
leagues were caught up in separate explo¬ 
sions. 

The Tavern in the Town, since renamed 
the Yard of Ale on New Street, was target- 
ted along with the Mulberry Bush. 

Mr Dugmore said: “I remember it was a 
really sombre time. I had a friend who was 
in the Tavern in Town who was injured in 
the blast but thankfully it was not worse. 

“And another colleague I remember 
went to open a suspicious package around 
the time of the bombings at Steelhouse 
Lane police station and he was blown 15ft 
over a metal fence. He was very lucky not 
to be injured.” 

Not only were spirits low around the city 
but Mr Dugmore was given a baptism of 
fire on patrol in Birmingham City Centre

on his first day in the job. He says: “I 
chased a man and a woman using a credit 
card they got from a kidnapping to a shop 
and, as they tried to get away out the back, 
I was assaulted. 

“I had cuts and bruises from punches 
and kicks. I think it was a sign of things to 
come.” 

Mr Dugmore spent three years as a 
bobby on the beat until 1978 then working 
as a traffic motorcyclist and later in sur¬ 
veillance, including tracking those 
involved in the Handsworth and Lozells 
riots. 

In the same unit he met his wife Denise, 
a now-retired detective sergeant, with 
whom he has two children. 

A move to CID for Wednesbury, Tipton 
and West Bromwich beckoned, where he 
was digging into “a number of murders”. 



He joined Sandwell Operational 
Command Unit four years ago, and was 
asked to lead the new Local Policing Unit 
(LPU) in 2010. 

Under his stewardship, recorded crime 
fell over the last year, with 2,742 fewer 
victims compared to 2009. 

“The people I have met, including volun¬ 
teers working together to make the 
borough better for everybody, have been 
remarkable,” he said. 

“It’s a real credit the way people come 
together. I was given an award by the 
borough’s mayor at full council recently 
and to be recognised by the people you are 
trying to serve was truly humbling. 

“I’ve had 36 years of service but I could 
not have asked for a better place to end my 
career. 

“It’s been a real privilege.”

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Pensioners’ jobs S e a d s 
are axed by firm 



SEVENTEEN pensioners will 
lose their jobs at a Black 
Country firm because of 
changes in retirement laws. 

Cleaning product firm Scot 
Young Research, with its UK HQ 
in Lye, Stourbridge, says jobs — up 
to 20 per cent of staff - have to go 
within weeks. 

The workers, many in their 70s, 
were given notice before the new 
laws came in last week, which 
mean firms will no longer be able 
to insist employees retire at 65 — 
despite the possibility they may 
be unfit to work. 

Firm chairman Scot Young said 
the changes forced them to end its 
policy of encouraging workers to 
continue past retirement age. 

He fears the weaker economy 
and smaller pensions will put 
older workers under more pres¬ 
sure to continue in employment. 
Mr Young, aged 75, said this could 


mean staff would become less 
truthful about the state of their 
health to keep their jobs past 
retirement age. 

He said the firm had actively 
encouraged older members of 
staff to continue on past retire¬ 
ment age since it was formed in 
1954. 

Benefits 

“I don’t just feel sad, I feel bitter 
about the whole situation,” he 
said. “We have encouraged older 
people who have reached retire¬ 
ment age to say ‘stop with us and 
stay on working’. We have 
received great benefits from the 
experience of these people. 

“When we heard about this leg¬ 
islation, it hit us like a ton of 
bricks.” 

He said there was no sugges¬ 
tion that any of his current 
workers were not fit for the job but 
he felt a flexible retirement age 


could cause problems in future. 
Credit control officer Tony 
Handley, aged 70, has worked at 
the company for 15 years. 

“I fully understand Mr Young’s 
problem. It has been a lovely 
company to work for and I would 
have liked to be able to stay on,” 
said Mr Handley, of Fairfield 
Drive, Wollaston, Stourbridge. 

Sales executive Mike Wild, 72, 
of Sutton Coldfield said: “Being 
able to work on for seven years 
past me retirement age has given 
me some considerable freedom.” 

John Broadstock, also 72, a 
maintenance worker for the firm 
for nine years, said the social side 
of the company and the feeling of 
contributing to something was 
important. 

Mr Young said they already 
conducted annual reviews into 
the health and well being of older 
employees. 


SPEED cameras 
across the West Mid¬ 
lands are being 
switched off as part of 
measures to save 
almost £1 million a 
year. 

Police want to reduce 
the expense of running 
304 cameras in the 
region, 86 of which are 
already dummies 

Only 34 cameras in the 
West Midlands are fre¬ 
quently used - four in 
Dudley, three in Wolver¬ 
hampton, two in Walsall, 
six in Sandwell, 18 in 
Birmingham and one in 
Solihull. 

Danger 

Operating times for 
those cameras were 
already limited to 15 
days a month and from 
last week were being 
reduced to 10 days a 
month to save £310,000 
as part of measures to cut 
£950,000 from the tax¬ 
payers’bill for cameras of 
£ 1.95m a year. 

All other cameras in 
the West Midlands will 
either be dummies or 
used very rarely. 

West Midlands Police 
classifies cameras as 
either red, amber or 
green, depending on road 
danger levels. The 34 
most frequently used 
cameras are deemed red. 
Under the new measures 
57 cameras at “amber” 
sites will operate four 
days a month, rather 
than seven. 

The “green” cameras 
will be used even more 
rarely. Ellen Booth, cam¬ 
paigns officer for road 
safety group Brake, criti¬ 
cised the move.

P AST meets present in a 
marriage of the latest 
technology with cool 
mod retro styling in this DAB 
digital radio with iPod/iPhone 
dock that wouldn’t look out of 
place in Austin Powers’ 
groovy Chelsea pad, baby. 

It’s got that 60s look with its 
red leather finish and carrying 
handle but instead of Kinks and 
Beatles blaring out, you could 
have Justin Bieber or Lady Gaga 
downloads from your Apple iPod 
or iPhone, which can be 
mounted onto a cunningly con¬ 
cealed dock on the front of the 
radio. 

I did find the ‘i’ device connec¬ 
tion a little tricky at first but once 
you get the knack, your iPhone or 
iPod looks pretty cool sat there 
and the sound quality is good, 
perhaps helped by the retro 
radio’s wooden frame. It also 
doubles as a charging dock. 

The DAB functionality is solid 


and includes presets for up to 10 
stations and the usual scrolling 
digital information available on a 
small backlit LCD screen. 

As well as the DAB radio and 
iPod functions, it also has an FM 
radio mode (ahoy there pirate 
radio fans!) and an auxiliary input 
for other music players and audio 
devices. The two 10-watt speak¬ 
ers give a solid sound. 

With both mains (adapter 
included) and battery power (up 
to 15 hours), this is a good radio 
for moving around the house and 
garden. 

It also boasts an alarm func¬ 
tion allowing bedroom listeners 
to wake up to radio, iPhone/iPod 
or buzzer. Snooze and sleep 
modes are included. 

With its blend of vintage look 
and digital tech, available for 
under £100, View Quest’s Retro 
Radio is likely to be popular with 
fashion conscious music fans.

TheTCL200 has a nice, chunky 
look with big digital time display 
and easy to find, top of the clock 
snooze button when ‘just five 
more minutes’ are essential. It 
can also announce the time, in 
English or a choice of four other 
languages (French, German, 
Italian and Spanish). 


It can double up as a telephone 
call alert with incoming calls trig¬ 
gering the alarm, which can be 
helpful for the hard of hearing. A 
cable is supplied for this but may 
need an adapter. 

The alarm clock can be 
powered by two AAA batteries 
(supplied) or mains (adapter sup¬ 
plied) and the vibrating pad is 
rechargeable. It has different 
alarm period settings, so you can 
have a weekday wake time and a 
different one for weekends. It can 
be set for alarm only, vibrate only 
or for both to activate. 

It is nice and easy to set up the 
TCL 200, the only small drawback 
being the battery cover which is 
kept in place by a tiny screw 
which could be awkward for 
those with poor eyesight to 
manipulate. 

All in all, the TCL 200 looks 
good and does its job well... just 
make sure it’s switched off on lie- 
in day! Available for around £50.

He said: “There was a band from 
Birmingham called The Starries 
who very nearly made it. They 
played some of the best gigs I’ve 
ever seen. They were all different 
but so closely knit. They really 
influenced my late teens.” 

For all his talent and ability, Dan¬ 
gerfield keeps his feet firmly on the 
ground. He admits music is his life, 
but believes it is just a game 
without rules. 

He said: “It’s easy to forget that 
and start to think you need to 
abide by rules. You don’t.”

THIS digitally restored DVD and blu- 
ray release marks the 40th anniver¬ 
sary of this fondly remembered but 
seldom seen screen version of 
Potter’s charming animal tales as 
performed by dancers of the Royal 
Ballet. 

The dancers manage to generate 
real character and dance most deli¬ 
cately despite the bulky costumes 
which faithfully reproduce the look of 
such characters as Benjamin Bunny 
and the Two Bad Mice. 

Real Lake District locations are 
combined with studio scenes as the 
familiar tales are presented in dance 
form. 

Highlights include the long- 
legged leaping frog Mr Jeremy 
Fisher, the sight of pigs on pointe 
and the bizarre moment Jemima 
Puddleduck takes flight.

Now what can I add to that after a recent road test? Not 
a lot,.which saves masgme work! But briefly .... there’s a 
new 998cc, three-cylinder engine with COZ emissions oT

of 67.3mpg - and I did get pretty close to that. 

Ride-wise it is fine around town, struggles a little on 
country roads but does a quite adequate job, and is no 
way suitable for long motorway hauls - but OK for short 
trips.

You do get Intelligent Stop 
and Go, low rolling resistance tyres, an alternator manage¬ 
ment system and a gear-shift indicator which all help to 
keep trips to the petrol station down. 

Where you realise the car is “cheap” is the standard of 
finish inside and items that we have come to expect higher 
up the market - such as no remote for the central locking, 
now that was a step back in time. Having said that the 
plastic trim is fine for the money. 

Boot 

You can get four people in without any squashing but 
don’t expect to carry much in the boot except school and 
supermarket bags. 

Hyundai has also put its latest 1,248cc four-cylinder 
petrol unit into the il 0. That has 85bhp to give you a tad 
more oomph, 105g/km emissions and combined mpg of 
61.4 for the five-speed manual version or 51.4 for the four- 
speed automatic. 

The il 0 starts at £8,195 on the road.

Jaguar unveils diesel 
engine in prototype 



A test vehicle hints at some of Jaguar’s new advances 


JAGUAR has unveiled its 
most efficient engine yet in the 
form of a new 2.2-litre diesel 
unit. 

Developing 190PS and 332lb/ft 
of torque, the new engine is 
capable of returning 52.3mpg on 
the combined cycle while emitting 
149g/km of C02. 

Making its debut on UK roads 
fitted to a prototype development 
vehicle, the new four-cylinder, 16- 
valve common rail diesel engine 
displaces 2,179cc and is installed 
in a north-south configuration for 
the first time. 

The new engine features a water- 
cooled turbocharger with low-fric¬ 
tion pistons, new injectors and a 
new crankshaft. 

The new configuration allowed 
Jaguar engineers to add a new oil 
pan and new electronic systems 


affecting the crankshaft to allow 
the new intelligent Stop-Start 
system to operate more efficiently. 

Intelligent Stop-Start aims to 
reduce the prolonged time spent in 
the shutdown and start-up phase 
usually experienced in such 
systems. The Jaguar overcomes 
this partly through the inclusion of 
the new crankshaft sensor and fuel 
rail pressure holding system 
meaning the engine needs less 
time to restore drive through an 
innovative engine restart capability. 

Roundabout 

This is best demonstrated when 
approaching a busy roundabout - 
in situations where the driver briefly 
brings the vehicle to a stop only to 
move off again quickly. 

In conventional systems the 
engine needs to shut down com¬ 
pletely before restarting again, 


leading to often frustrating delays. 

The Jaguar system is able to 
restart the engine while it’s shifting 
down from as little as 400rpm 
meaning it does not need to come 
to a stop - drive is therefore 
restored more efficiently. 

The inclusion of the Stop-Start 
function is estimated to increase 
overall fuel efficiency by between 
five and seven per cent. 

Along with a new engine, the 
development vehicle debuts an 
advanced eight-speed ZF auto¬ 
matic gearbox. 

With the seventh and eighth 
ratios effectively acting as over¬ 
drive gears, the new gearbox 
allows the 2.2-litre engine to deliver 
swift responses when required and 
effortless motorway cruising ability 
to ensure the ideal balance 
between efficiency and perform¬ 
ance.

Fiat’s engine 
development 
proves winner 



Fiat’s popular 500 - less carbon emissions and more miles to the gallon 


WITH carmakers keen to 
reduce emissions and save 
fuel these days, one 
obvious place to start is 
weight reduction. And what 
better way to cut unneces¬ 
sary weight than to stream¬ 
line a car’s engine - 
downsizing is the new 
black. 

Fiat has long held a reputa¬ 
tion for engine development, 
and it has now gone and halved 
the cylinder count for its 
popular 500. 

Dubbed “TwinAir” the 500’s 0.9- 
litre, twin-cylinder petrol unit offers 
significant savings over a larger 
four-pot motor in terms of 
economy, emissions and, unsur¬ 
prisingly, weight. 

Gearbox 

Fiat says this engine will be the 
first of many, and the aim is to 
reduce emissions levels to new 
lows in advance of any country- 
specific legislation. 

There’s no question that the 
technology underpinning the 
TwinAir engine is impressive. 

Borrowing Fiat’s recent MultiAir 
development - where airflow into 
the engine is managed electroni¬ 
cally, cylinder by cylinder, through 
the unit’s inlet valves, not the throt¬ 
tle - this two-cylinder engine is the 
product of a clean-sheet design, a 
new type of turbo-charger and a 
few hundred million euros. 

In reality Fiat’s achievement is 
worthy of significant praise. 


In 85 horsepower trim - 105bhp 
turbo and 65bhp non turbo variants 
are scheduled to follow - you get 
the power, accelerative punch and 
cruising ability of a traditional small 
capacity four-cylinder petrol car, 
but with the economy and, cru¬ 
cially, emissions of something 
much smaller. 

How does 68.9mpg and 95g/km 
C02 sound? Granted, the 500 is 
hardly a big car, but that’s a 15 per 
cent C02 reduction over a regular 
1.2-litre petrol 500. 

If you opt for Fiat’s “Dualogic” 
semi-auto gearbox, the numbers 
are better still, at 70.6mpg and 
92g/km respectively. 

With all that data in mind, it only 
takes a minute to realise how much 
this particular 500 could save you 
in fuel and tax over the course of a 
few years. That’s only part of the 
ownership experience, however. 
Turn the key and you enter a new 
world of two-cylinder fun. 

Save for a few hardy souls who 
have grappled with Citroen’s 2CV, 
most people will have no prior 
experience of two-cylinder 
engines. 

Unlike the iconic tin snail, Fiat’s 
500 TwinAir couldn’t be further 
from the wheezy, underpowered 
two-pot stereotype if it tried. 

Fiat’s engineers have done an 
excellent job of isolating the tradi¬ 
tional characteristics of such an 
engine - noise, vibration and 
harshness - and as a result it 
proves a charming companion to 
live with. 

You immediately warm to its 
slightly offbeat, bumble-bee 
engine note. 


Such a signature tune is perfectly 
in keeping with the 500’s visual 
charm and will have you grinning 
like a child who has been given a 
whole chocolate bar. 

And boy is that engine note 
addictive. The unit’s smooth power 
delivery and ample reserves of 
torque ensure that you’re never left 
stranded. 

A predictably sprightly performer 
around town, the 500 TwinAir is 
equally at home away from the city. 

The car’s sensibly spaced gear 
ratios do much to enhance the 
engine’s flexibility, while overtaking 
requires less planning than you 
might imagine and maintaining a 
motorway speed is easier than you 
think. 

Smiling 

Accelerate briskly and you can 
hear what sounds like a distant 
2CV attempting to chase you 
down, which is guaranteed to keep 
you smiling even on the commute 
to work. 

This focus on the intangible ele¬ 
ments of the 500 TwinAir might 
appear tedious to anyone without 
the faintest interest in cars, but 
given the cute and cheerful nature 
of the 500, this added layer of 
enjoyment is the icing on an 
already mouthwatering cake. 

Since its launch the 500 has sold 
well, but was in need of something 
special to lift it above its numerous 
rivals. 

With its clever TwinAir engine, 
Fiat has injected a welcome shot of 
added interest and set a new 
benchmark for engine technology.

PRIZES are on offer for drivers who can coax the 
best miles per gallon figure from Prius and Auris. 

Rising prices have made fuel economy a hot topic, 
so it’s not surprising that Toyota is promoting the ben¬ 
efits of its hybrids. 

Drivers are being encouraged to put the fuel effi¬ 
ciency of Toyota’s Prius and Auris hybrid to the test in 
a challenge to see who can achieve the best mpg 
figures. Toyota centres across the UK are hosting the 


competition, each with their own set route and time 
limit. A Top Gear-style leaderboard will keep track of 
the local results, with prizes going to each centre’s 
best-performing entrant. 

Official combined cycle figures are 72.4mpg for the 
Prius and 74.3mpg for the Auris hybrid.
